Wteitaitei Whether or not yoimcan do^anything about the last 
paragraph of the attached, I wish you would try* l mentioned it before* That 
deal Vince made* If was on the basis that I W8? indispensible, that my expenses 
were guaranteed snd I wes assured 9 very effort would be made to pay me for the time* 

I have raised no question about the time and didn t then. That was the unsolicited 
sweetening* But I had before then insisted I coul3 not continue to go further in 
debt to do the work everyone else abdicated* The previous trip x had even phoned v ince 
from N. 0. and told him this* I also did on the last one and then left when the 
money for my expenses was not forthcoming* When I left I 3aid 'there were conditions 
for my return and specified them, the first being the payment of the expenses, to 
be and already incurred* There is no question of this an£ anyone who says otherwise 
is knpwingly untruthful* 

Now in December I had no intentions of ever going there again* That 
was something ^ince cooked up* n e is very good at loading me down with an incredible 
amount of work, and as you may remember from the memos you go, which reflect only 
pafct of it, I did so much I still cannot believe it - and have not yet recovered 
(from it. luce made this deal, gave me his word, and 1 should be able to tags his 
word, as he should keep it* Regardless of why it wasn’t kept, he has his responsibility. 
He made the deal and gave me the assurance. It is hardly enough for him to do nothing 
or what he premised me when I raised tbs question with him, that*) he’d write them a 
letter! Without his assurance I v/ould not have done wh8t I did, spent the money or 
made the trips* 


If he were in financial condition like mine, I’d feel badly only about 
his irresponsibility. But, fortunately for him, he is not. ^t is absolutely immoral of 
him to have gotten me into this and then shrugged it off* 

the viry least, if he cannot get the money from them, he should advance 
it, to be repaid only after they have repaid me all they owe me. 

I cannot tell you how badly I feel about this unending exploitation, when 
I have to go into debt, do without things, worry about how 1 am ever going to pay the 
debt off and four tine 3 a year how I’ll pay even the interest* Everyone party to it 
knows my situation. And I am bitter that Lil/is the ultimate victim of this rotten 
business. It is worse than indecent and immoral.
